In 1775 the town of Medway furnished two companies of militia for the _ 
Revolution, the First Military Company from what is now Millis and the West _ 
Medway Company from what is now Medway. The fighting units were first Be | 
formed as a defense against the Indians but, upon hearing of the British attack _ 
in Concord on April 19, 1775, they marched out to join the West Suffolk Regi- 
ment and into the history books. 


The selectmen of Medway and Millis signed a joint proclamation in March’ | 
of 1974 to reactivate the Medway-Millis Companies, not only as a tribute to the 
men of the original units, but also for the Bicentennial celebration. 


The units have 47 men and are led by Colonel Wayne Boie. Under his com 
mand they have taken part in parades, musters and filmed battle reenactments. 
Their clothing and equipment are accurate representations of those used during 
the Revolutionary period. Not only the dress and weapons but the drills are 
authentic, having been very carefully researched by such men as Major Henry 
Smith. Training is conducted by Captain Steve Joyce, ordnance and safety 
officer. Members of the First Military Company, led by Captain Hooker Horton 
have taken part in such events as the re-creation of the Battle of Bunker Hill, the 
harassment of the British troops along Battle Road and the fight on the Plains of 
Abraham near Quebec which was part of Arnold’s Expedition.

The nation’s upcoming 200th birthday was properly acknowledged during 
1975 and continued activities were planned for the bicentennial year of 1976. The 
Selectmen take this opportunity to thank all those who worked so diligently to 
make the celebrations appropriate and enjoyable. The next few pages show only 
some of the people and highlight only some of the activities. 


MILLIS HISTORIC TRAIL 


On a lovely June day, the bicentennial commission sponsored a historic 
tour and buses carried sightseers to visit the buildings illustrated on the following 
pages as well as many others. The buildings had been marked with attractive 
permanent red, white and blue signs. Photographs and descriptions are from the 
commission’s well prepared “‘Millis Historic Trail” brochure. 


CHURCH OF CHRIST - FOURTH MEETING HOUSE 


The early settlers in the part of Medfield that lay west of the Charles River sought 
the incorporation of a new town so that they might have public worship among 
themselves, The Great and General Court granted the privileges on the condition 
“that they procure and settle an orthodox minister of good conyersation.” The 
town of Medway was incorporated on October 25, 1713. The Church of Christ 
was organized October 7, 1714, in the house of Peter Adams. The First Meeting 
House was on the west side of the cemetery, a little north of the public tomb. 
There is a stone marking the spot. It was built in 1715 and was destroyed by fire 
on January 18, 1749. The Second Meeting House stood about forty feet north 
of the first. Phe spot of the front entrance is marked by the grave of Adam 
Bullard. It was built in 1749 and was used until 1816. The Third Meeting House 
ue built on the top of Bullard’s Hill. The hill is now cut by the railroad. Later, 
ak land Shes purehiaesd by Major George Holbrook. The Fourth Meeting House, 
le present Church of Christ building, was dedicated November 13, 1850. A 
Holbrook bell rings from the belfrey. (Picture on next page.) 
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JOHN PARTRIDGE HOUSE 
The John Partridge House, built in 1659, is a fine example of early colonial 


architecture. Much of the original house remains and includes wide-board 
floors, beehive ovens, exposed hand-hewn beams and exposed second floor 
joists, hand-forged hardware, vertical plank interior walls, pegged guillotine 
windows and hand-made window panes. John Partridge Sr. built the home in 
1659 after receiving a grant from the town of Medfield and later, in 1682, 
was Joined by his son, John Jr, in 1710, John Jr. kept school on the ‘West 
Side” and worked to form the new town of Medway. In 1714, John was on 
the committee to secure a minister for the new town, and later became a 
deacon of the church. In 1974, 315 years after its building, The John 


Partridge House was added to the National Register of Historic Places, 
Washington, D.C, 
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MICHAEL H. COLLINS HOUSE 
This house became one of the showplaces of the town when it was built in 
1874 by Michael Henry Collins, a wealthy inventor. It overlooked his grist 
mills and saw mills and box manufactory on the dam at the Boggestowe, 
whose millpond was called Collins’ Pond. (The earliest mill on this site was 
built in 1686.) Michael Collins was famous for such inventions as the pro- 


ess of manufacturing granulated sugar, a ventilating system for buildings, a 
revolutionary method of using kerosene lamps, and many more. So beautiful 
was the area, it was proposed to call it ‘Collinsville’. 
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RICHARDSON’S TAVERN 


This house was built around 1720. It is a fine example of colonial architecture. 


The house was originally owned by Moses Richardson. The tavern was note- 


worthy in that George Washington stopped, with some of his aides, to have 
lunch on his way to ¢ 


‘ambridge in 1775. The tavern was located on the ‘Old 
Mendon Road, 


’ This would have been the route George Washington would 
have taken on his way to Cambridge or Boston. It is also believed that 
Nathan Hale and the Marquis de Lafayette probably stopped to dine. 
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ABIJAH RICHARDSON JR. HOUSE 
The Georgian Colonial of the Federal Period was built in 1806 by Abijah 
Richardson Jr. Those native to Millis know it as the Williams’ House. The 
Honorable Fred Williams presented the successful argument before the 
General Court to make East Medway a separate town to be named Millis. 
red Williams’ son, Harold P. Williams, was assistant district attorney and 


ok an active part in the Saco-Vanzetti Case. He was later District Attorney 
for Norfolk and Plymouth Counties, then Superior Court Judge, and then 
Justice of the Massachusetts Supreme Court. The windmill on the next 
property was built by the Williams’ family from timbers taken from the

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the first month of 1975 commission members were working on the 
open space and recreation section of the town comprehensive plan. The Millis 
Natural Resources Inventory, our soil study, and projections of possible town 
growth were used as a basis for our study. 


A conservation restriction on the Glen Ellen property was prepared by 
the commission and submitted to the zoning law appeal board. This restriction 
became the first condition in the permit issued by that board. 


The conservation commission has been busy all year with wetlands prob- 
lems. Two hearings were held under G.L. Ch. 131 section 40 (the Wetland 
Protection Act). A bill of criminal complaint was filed against a firm that had 
filled wetland without filing for a hearing under 131/40. An agreement was 
later reached on removal of the fill and the work was accomplished, so charges 
were dismissed. It was also voted to institute a civil suit against a resident for 
violation of 131/40. This violation has been corrected. Several additional wet- 


lands and flooding problems have been studied with satisfactory solutions being 
found for some of them. 


Two members attended a course on administration and enforcement of 
the Wetland Protection Act. One member was elected a vice president of the 
Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions and served as chairman 
of both the annual and fall meetings of that organization. 
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At the annual town meeting the commission sponsored four articles asking 
the town to vote four roads as “scenic roads.” These articles passed, making a 
total of nine sections of roads so designated in the town. The town meeting also 
voted to purchase five-and-a-half acres of land on Village Street for conservation 
purposes. The deed to this property has been registered in the name of the town 
to be managed and controlled by the conservation commission. 


Several additional parcels of land have been considered for possible pur- 
chase. The commission suggested to the selectmen that a committee be formed 
to look into the possibility of town purchase of the Izbicki and Glen Ellen 
properties. A special meeting was held with members of the Millis, Medfield and 
Holliston Boards of Selectmen and Conservation Commissions and the Millis 
Land Use Investigating Committee to consider the possibility of a three-town 
joint purchase of Glen Ellen. After one additional meeting, the three-town com- 
mittee decided to postpone any further discussions until the property is appraised. 
The commission voted to “go on record as being in favor of allocation of funds for 
Glen Ellen appraisal.” 


Since the year began with work on the open space and recreation plan, it is 
fitting that, as this report is being written, we are trying to implement in a system- 
atic way some of the recommendations in that plan.

REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


On July 1, 1975, I assumed the position of Millis Town Counsel and this 
Teport covers only the six month period since then, During those six months, no 
new court or administrative agency cases were filed by or against the town, 
although one district court case was appealed by the town to Norfolk Superior 
Court, Of the numerous pending court cases which involve the town, six were 
disposed of, either by a decision in favor of the town or by settlement. Exten- 
sive legal briefs were submitted on behalf of the town in two of these cases. 
Fourteen cases before administrative agencies were also disposed of. However, 
there Still exists a large backlog of pending cases which involve the town and it 
is hoped that the majority will be tried or otherwise completed during the coming 
year. Town counsel attended five depositions which involved these pending cases. 


Twenty-seven formal written legal opinions were rendered to the various 
town boards, including the board of Selectmen, town office building investigating 
es ie elk committee, bicentennial commission, conservation commission, 
ee, a JOS board of public works, police chief, fire chief, council on aging, 
a building inspector, planning board and zoning board of appeals. 

S$ informal oral legal opinions and other miscellaneous services were also 
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rendered to the various town boards. For example, five contracts, a new police 
application form, and a lease were drafted by town counsel and numerous 


meetings of the various town boards attended. 


I would like to thank the various town employees, officers, committees 
and boards, and in particular the board of selectmen and Marge Whitecross, for 


their kindness and assistance to me during this, the first six months of my 


initial year as town counsel.

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The towns of Medfield, Medway, Sherborn and Norfolk have assisted the 
Millis department at various times during the year, 


In June the department took delivery of a 1975 Dodge Mini Pumper. 
Funds for this truck were appropriated at the 1974 town meeting. 


At the 1975 town meeting, money was appropriated for a cab and chassis 
and to transfer the old body from Engine No. 1. R. H. Long received the con- 
tract to supply a G.M.C. cab and chassis. Continental Fire Truck received the 
contract to transfer the body. The completed truck was delivered in November 
1975. 


At the special town meeting in December 1975, money was appropriated 
to purchase the power rescue tool, the “Jaws of Life.” 


At the present time the fire department has six Emergency Medical Tech- 
nicians. Two of them are certified instructors in cardiopulmonary resuscitation, 
and one is an EMT instructor. Men have completed a basic life support course in 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation given by our own instructors. 


Fifteen men have taken courses in basic fire fighting, fire alarm and extri- 
cation. From January through December, there were 25 training sessions on a 
company levl and by squads. 


I want to thank the board of selectmen, the police department, personnel 
at the dispatch office, and the citizens of Millis for their cooperation.

The board of health nursing service welcomed two new members to its 
staff. On August 25, 1975, Mrs. Dorothy L. Oehrle joined our staff as a part 
time nurse. She comes to us from South Dakota and is a graduate of Augustana 
College, Sioux Falls, South Dakota, with a B.S. in Nursing. She resides with her 
family in Medway. Mrs. Jean H. Young joined our staff December 1, 1975, asa 
nursing supervisor. She graduated from New England Deaconess Hospital School 
of Nursing, Boston, Massachusetts: received a B.S. in Education with a major in 
public health nursing from Syracuse University, Syracuse, New York and an MS. 
in Nursing from Yale University. She resides with her family in Dedham. 


A free lead poisoning clinic was conducted to test children for dangerous 
amounts of lead which can cause lead poisoning. All children should be tested 
annually until they reach the age of six. Six Millis homes are recommended to 
be tested for lead content. Retesting is being done weekly, every six months and 
yearly. Referrals to their doctor also has been made for follow-up by X-rays, 
blood counts, etc. 


Blood pressure clinics have been held twice this year for the senior citizens. 
Both clinics were very well attended. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Health, Division of Communicable 
Disease, now has measles/mumps/rubella/MMR combined vaccine which was used 
for the first time in our spring clinic. By giving the one injection children are 
fully immunized against all three diseases. 
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There were 52 Mantoux tests administered and six x-rays scheduled this 


fall. 


The senior citizens were given free flu injections this fall. 


Much appreciation is extended to all Millis residents who helped in so many 
different ways to make our programs a success.

It is apparent, and alarming, that many homeowners are unaware of the 
need, and fail to have, electrical wiring installations inspected. Many homes bought 
in the past five years came with the mimimum, but up to code, requirements. The 
new homes, almost a shell with unfinished basements were lacking many appli- 
ances (dishwashers, dryers, disposals, etc.). Since moving into these new homes, 
homeowners have installed post lights, dishwashers, dryers, air conditioning sys- 
tems and put in family rooms in their unfinished basements. All these installations, 
when done on a “do-it-yourself” basis or by an outside contractor, require electri- 
cal inspection, The contractor one hires, if reputable, is aware of this and has his 
work inspected. Homeowners who do their own work should consult their local 
wire inspector before undertaking a project and should, by all means, consult him 


should an outside contractor or electrician do any wiring on their premises and no 
inspection is made.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES AND LIBRARIAN 


The past year was categorized by periods of frustration and periods of 
progress in terms of the library’s forward movement. 


More serious use of the library as an evening study center was frequently 
noticed this past year, with all available seats often occupied in the three rooms 
with tables. On many occasions there was more demand for seating than was 
available and extra chairs were added at the various tables. 


A large step forward for a small town library was the addition this year of 
a microfilm reader used with the N.Y. Times microfilms for research purposes in 
current events. This fills a large gap since we buy no city newspapers due to lack 
of storage space. We hope to acquire the Milford News on microfilm in the near 
future, which will be useful for local news. 


Despite many hours spent in preparing plans, obtaining cost estimates and 
opening bids, our hopes for a second-level mezzanine addition were not realized 
this year. We plan to keep trying and hope this need for more shelf space, pre- 
dicted ten years ago when the original library was planned, will be possible in 
the near future. In the meantime, library materials which are valuable but seldom 
used will be stored in the DPW building nearby. Since this building has a dirt floor 
and is unheated, the books will be destroyed if kept there for too long. There is 
unfortunately no storage area available within the library due to absorption of the 
originally planned storage room by an overly large furnace not in the original 
plans of the building. 


The two story hours for preschoolers and primary grade students were well 
received and attended in the past year as was the summer reading club and sum- 
mer film program. On several occasions, there were well over 200 attending the 
summer outdoor film program, causing problems with sound transmission and 
discipline. With this level of response, it will be necessary for us to have some 
volunteer adult help for supervision next year to protect the younger children

from the occasional horseplay of the older ones. Ice cream vendors discovered 
our Tuesday night captive film audience this past year and we are told the sales 


were excellent. 


We wish to thank our many, considerate Millis friends for donations of 
books, periodicals and paperbacks; the Golden Lions Club for a broiler-oven for 
our kitchen; the Millis Pride Committee for many hours of time and effort result- 
ing in substantial improvement to our outward appearance through their library 
landscaping program; and the Millis DPW for allowing us use of one of their old 
buildings and for lawn care and snow shovelling. 


The Millis Public Library Trustees’ Fund has grown substantially during 
1975. This was primarily as beneficiary of the Rosabelle T. Thrasher Tnust estab- 
lished in a Springfield trust company by Mr. Earle A. Griswold in memory of his 
first wife, a former Millis resident. Contributions to the Fund from this source 
totalled $476.73 and interest earned was $11.77. The use of this fund is mostly 
restricted to purchase of books and periodicals. No expenditures were made dur- 
ing 1975 and at December 3] the balance stood at $635.00. 


The Sibbel Purdy Memorial Fund received a further contribution of $10.00 
and earned interest of $27.09. As of December 31, the balance was $521.03.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1975 probably has been the most trying year the police depart- 
ment has had since 1969. | attribute this to the country’s economy. During the 
past year the depression among people was, I think, at an all time high. The 
department had to deal with honest people who never committed a crime before 
but did so this year because of the economy. We felt the economy crunch ona 
more personal basis than any other agency. Your police department showed it 
can cope with almost any socially alarming problem, although understaffed. 


In October the town took delivery of a 1975 Chevrolet Superior Ambu- 
lance. The life-saving capabilities of the police department increased greatly with 
the acquisition of this vehicle. I would like to take this opportunity to stress to 
the townspeople that, under the new ambulance law, this vehicle is to be used 
on an emergency basis only and cannot be used for transfer purposes where a 
private ambulance service could be utilized. 
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The number of breaking and entering cases remained the same this year as 
last. In most surrounding communities they have risen in number. ! contribute 
this success to the work of Detective William Carlson and the diligence of the 
»natroi officers in doing vacation house and business checks during the year. The 
Sirens snould realize they should notify the police department when they go 
away. It is also very important to have neighbors watch the house. 


he department is presently undergoing a technical assistance study by the 
Massachusetts Police Institute. This study is meant to appraise the present per- 
formance of the department and, hopefully, project the future and its needs. This 
study is Deing done by expert consultants including a legal staff and former police 
chiefs and should give a well-rounded view of police services for Millis for the 
present and future. it is being done at no cost to the taxpayer.

The emergency 911 number was put into service this past year and is a 
remendcus time saving device for obtaining emergency services. | would remind 
the citizens that no business calls will be accepted on this line. In the event of 
need for emergency services only, dial 911. 


One of the biggest problems, not unique to Millis, is the court case load. It 
is necessary that someone appear in Wrentham Court daily with few exceptions 
and even on some Saturdays. Due to the seriousness of cases in recent years, we 
also find ourselves in Norfolk Superior Court often during criminal sessions. 


In summing up my yearly report, I would like to again thank you, the 
citizens, for making your police department the professional organization it is. 
A police department is nothing without the support and cooperation of its 
townspeople. A police department can have a high police profile or visibility 
within a community and still not reduce crime. It is you, the citizen, who must 
be our eyes. If, at any time, you see something suspicious, or even different, 
please call your police department. It is the best way to protect your commun- 
ity.

REPORT OF THE PROFESSIONAL MEDICAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The committee has met two times from September through January. At 
these meetings many topics were introduced, studied and approved. Dr. Graham 
was unanimously approvea to remain as chairman and Mrs. Gail Douglas, R.N. 
to be secretary of the committee. 


The Millis Board of Health Nursing Service is being evaluated to become a 
Home Health Agency. In connection with this purpose, many articles were pre- 
sented to the committee for approval. Included were medical and nursing policies, 
confidentiality of records, formation of a record review committee and a pro- 
cedure for the protection of health records, 


Schoo! health policies were amended. The emergency guide for the school 
program was approved. A Scoliosis screening program was introduced and the 


percentile growth curve for boys and girls will be added to the health record at 
school. 


Mrs. Jan Young, R.N., the new part time nursing supervisor, was intro- 
duced at the second meeting. She presented her plans and proposals. Much dis- 
cussion oce'rred concerning the expansion of the nursing role in Millis, what the 
potential cculd be and if the community were aware of the services available. 
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Mr. Richard Cass, director of the school pupil personnel services department, 
presented many facts concerning Chapter 766, including who is entitled to the 
services and how they were being implemented in the town of Millis. Presently 
there were 350 children in the Special Needs program.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The board of public works reorganized on May 7th, 1975. Thomas Lydon 
was elected chairman; George DeAngelis, clerk; and Domenic D’Eramo was wel- 
comed as the new third member. 


In addition to the regular duties of the department, major projects were as 
follows: Orchard Street — replacing a six-inch and four-inchrwater main with a 
ten-inch water main, approximately 4000 feet. Article 46 — town drainage - 
680 feet of 12-inch drainage pipe was installed on Plain Street to Spring Street 
and on Spring Street for a distance of 200 feet. Culverts were replaced on Curve 
Street near Richardson’s Pond, Spencer Street near Farm Street, and Orchard 
Street near the Glen Ellen Country Club. Approximately 100 feet of 12-inch 
drainage pipe was installed on Union Street. 


A new type of mix wes applied to several streets at a thickness of one and 
one-half inches and has worked very well. The following received the new type 
of mixture: Forest Road, Adams Street, Parnell Street, and Orchard Street fora 
total of 1150 tons. It has proven economically and environmentally to bea 
better product than the hot top previously used. 


Surface treatment work was applied to the following streets: Orchard 
Street, Ridge Street, Van Kleeck Road, Turner Street, Daniels Street, Island 
Road, and Bullard Lane. 


The new pumping station at Well No. 3 is on the line and working very 
well. 


A six-inch water main will be replaced by an eight-inch pipe on Irving 
Street by the water division. A ten-inch water main on Irving Street will be 
cleaned by contract as will the ten-inch water main on Water Street. 


Many diseased trees have been removed throughout the town. Sixty-three 
new trees have been purchased to replace many trees that have been removed. - 


The planting program has continued at the cemetery. 
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The park was the busiest division, with the park being used from morning 
till night for many diversified programs, the latest being soccer, The tennis pro- 
gram, under the direction of Aram Karoghlanian, was again a complete success 
with more than 200 young people participating. 

The disposal area is receiving much attention. The old section is being 
phased out and the new section being phased in. A new equipment and personnel 
building has been completed.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


In its fourth year of existence the recreation department continued to pro- 
vide a wide variety of recreation and leisure time activities for children and adults, 
These activities took place at school gyms, school fields, the town park, tennis 
courts. and other facilities available to the community, including the Ross Avenue 
recreation center provided by Mr. and Mrs. Huna Rosenfeld. It is the policy of the 
department to try to provide recreational activities not available through other 
town departments or organizations while seeking recommendations from the 
townspeople for new programs. 


The recreation director was paid for 20 hours work each week. One high 
school student, paid by federal funds under the CETA program, worked eight 
to ten hours a week as an aide. Two high school students were hired in the sum- 
mer as recreation aides. ’ 


WINTER—SPRING ACTIVITIES 


Continuing programs and the approximate number of residents who par- 
ticipated in them during the winter and spring of 1975 included: 


Pre-school activities 20 
Arts and crafts 90 
Peewee basketball 110 
Suburban League basketball teams 45 
Women’s softball 75 
Men’s softball team entered inthe Medway League 15 
Guitar classes 20 


More than 60 teenagers enjoyed a spring roller skating party. One new pro- 
gram this season was the regular meeting of 25 women at the recreation center to 
produce a Millis bicentennial quilt depicting landmarks of the town. The quilt 
will be presented to the Millis Historical Society when completed. Another new 
activity introduced this spring was the first annual kite tournament in which 75 
boys and girls took part. Many youngsters were disappointed when the fourth 
annual Easter egg hunt had to be cancelled because of rain. 


SUMMER PROGRAM 


During the summer months approximately 160 boys and girls participated 
each week in recreation department programs. These included the park program 
for three to five year olds, arts and crafts, girl’s softball, special events held at the 
town park and the recreation center, decorated wheeled toys contest, jacks 
tournament, bubble gum contest, checkers tournament, and stuffed toys display 
and contest. Field trips were made to Nantasket Beach and Paragon Park, 69 
teenagers: Wal-Lex Recreation Center, 6] youngsters, nine to twelve years old; 
and Southwick Wild Animal Farm, 47 pre-school age children. In addition, 70 
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adults were registered for tennis instruction and the men’s and women’s softball 
teams continued to play throughout the summer. For the first time, the recreation 
department co-sponsored summer band rehearsals with the Millis school music 
department, which culminated in a concert and crafts display in the park. 


FALL SCHEDULE 


The recreation department began in the fall to co-sponsor adult volleyball 
and basketball with the Women’s Athletic Association of Millis (WAAM) and the 
Millis Adult League. More than 150 townspeople participated in these activities 
at the high school gymnasium. The recreation director acted as liaison between 
the school department and these groups. The Pop Warner cheerleaders were 
again sponsored by the department, and the popular arts and crafts and guitar 
classes were reactivated in the fall. The pre-school activities program was expand- 
ed to include 36 children and was run as a parent cooperative. with mothers tak- 
ing turns planning and directing the activities. A youth soccer program was 
initiated this year with 65 boys and girls between the ages of 10 and 15 regis- 
tered. 


As 1976 began almost 500 Millis residents were taking part in recreation 
department activities each week. This is seen as a good sign for recreation in 
Millis in the future. 


The recreation committee and director express their appreciation to the 
board of seléctmen, the school department, the DPW, the police department 
and the many other groups and individuals whose support and assistance has 
been so valuable to the success of our program. : i

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REPORT OF THE TRI-COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


Although we have been engaged in many and varied activities throughout 
the year 1975, probably the most significant activity has been that of facilities 
and program planning. At times the job has seemed insurmountable, but in the 
final analysis accomplishments have been most satisfying. Our architect, Day & 
Zimmermann Associates, has been most efficient in providing a building design 
that meets the criteria that we had set forth. Our educational specifications have 
been prepared and approved by the appropriate state agencies and interior layout 
and equipment needs have been determined. The Massachusetts Board of Educa- 
tion has approved our project assuring 65% reimbursement on all construction 
and initial equipment costs. Site work has been completed, the general contract 
has been awarded, foundation has been poured, and-steel is being erected. 


Other less visible activities, but equally important, has been the planning 
of programs and the manner in which programs will be provided. In an effort 
to assure the best programs to the most children at the least cost, we have spent 
considerable time investigating various alternatives. Other procedural matters 
such as admissions practices and conformance with special needs and equal 
opportunity laws have been planned. Curriculum development including basic 
philosophy, goals and objectives, content guides and time frames have been of 
great concern. And not to be overlooked is planning for staff. This committee 
obviously recognizes the necessity to establish meaningful programs in a function- 
al structure, but more importantly we recognize that it will be the responsibility 
of people to stimulate the learning process. Specific positions with well-defined 
roles are considered critical to our total plans. 


Between January and September, the Tri-County project had been financed 
by $1.5 Million in bond anticipation notes acquired in three equal installments. 
On September 24, this committee approved a 19-year bond issue sale of $8.5 mil- 
lion. The low bid was offered by the Shawmut Bank of Boston and Associates at 


- arate of 7.5%. Another issue of the remaining $6.5 million is scheduled for July, 
1976, 


On May 28, the site preparation contract was awarded to C. Pezza & Son, 
Inc. of Johnston, Rhode Island. There were 11 bidders and the low bid as award- 
ed was for $5 26,048.00. Our 62-acre site in Franklin, close to the intersection of 
Routes 140 and I-495, was cleared and official groundbreaking was held on the 
morning of July 12. General contract bids were opened on August 20 and award- 
ed to the low bidder, Northgate Construction, Inc. of Waltham, Mass, on Septem- 
ber 9. There were 11 bidders: bids were very competitive and low was $10,288,293. 


: Such progress has not been a result of the labor of some few people. We have 
fi fortunate to have had the assistance of a great number of district residents 
who have unselfishly given of their time and talent as advisory committee mem- 
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bers. Participants from the town of Millis and their area of expertise are as fol- 
lows: Paul Howard, carpentry and cabinetmaking; Score E. Nye, plumbing; 
and James Reardon, metal fabrication. 


William J. Vellante, superintendent of Millis public schools, has continued 
to actively participate in the development of Tri-County. With his support and 
that of advisory committees and town officials, we will remain on schedule and 
will be fully prepared to provide meaningful educational opportunities in Septem- 
ber, 1977.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The elected representatives of the School Committee met twenty-seven 
times with the Superintendent of Schools at regularly scheduled or special meet- 
ings for matters pertaining to the educational process of the Millis Public Schools. 


In May, Warten I. Jordan, Associate Member, concluded his term of office; 
and Earl H. Merkle, Associate Member, completed the unexpired term of Raymond 
L. Gehling, Jr. 


After the Town Election, the School Committee held a special meeting and 
organized as follows: John H. Merrill, re-elected Chairman; Francis P. Keaney, re- 
elected Secretary; Earl H. Merkle, Associate Member; Edna M. Neville, Associate 
Member; and Mary M. Walsh, Associate Member. 


Mr. Merkle and Mrs. Neville were each elected to three year terms. Donald 


May was elected School Committee Student Representative by the High School 
student body. 


In January, the School Committee was saddened by the death of retired 


Superintendent, Dr. George C. Roy, who had served the Town of Millis faithfully 
from 1949 to 1974. 


Mr. Howard Malm. school custodian, announced his retirement in February. 
He served his community efficiently and unselfishly. Mr. Malm was helpful to both 
students and staff members at the Jr.-Sr. High School, and his efforts were appre- 
ciated by all. 


Mrs. Irene McDonough, Bookkeeper, retired in December from the Millis 
Public School System after having served nineteen years. Mrs. McDonough, a 
reliable, dependable and accurate worker, maintained excellent communication 
with school personnel and town officials. Her efforts have not gone unnoticed, and 


she has been appreciated by all those who have had the privilege of being associated 
with her. 
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When William A. Vellante began his new duties as Superintendent of Schools, 
a vacancy existed in the position of principalship of the Jr-Sr. High School. A 
screening and Search Committee was formed which consisted of three citizens, one 
School Committee member, four teachers and two students. More than eighty edu- 
cators applied for the position, and in May, the School Committee appointed Paul 
Brunelle, Assistant Principal at Framingham South High School to the principal- 
ship of the Millis Jr.-Sr. High School. 


Considerable time has been spent this year in an attempt to maintain close 
communication with other officers and departments of the town. It has become 
increasingly evident that coordination of effort with other departments is essential 
for the smooth operation of the school system. The educational process involves 
departments such as the Finance Committee, Selectmen, Board of Health, Board 
of Public Works, Council on Aging, Planning Board, School Building Investigating 
Committee, School-Park Land Investigating, Millis Revolutionary War Bicentennial 
Commission, Town Counsel, Town Accountant, Town Treasurer, Police and Fire 
Departments and the Conservation Committee. 


The demands made upon the members of the School Committee have in- 
creased considerably over the past few years because of arbitration, negotiations, " 
litigation, and the mandates of the Massachusetts Department of Education. It is 
evident that additional legal counsel is required not only for negotiating contracts 
but also for legal advice which is beyond the scope of the Town Counsel. 


School maintenance and repairs have been a concern to the members of the 
Committee. The Memorial School requires the greatest expenditure because of its 
vintage and condition. Considerable sums of money have already been expended to 
maintain the building, and its occupancy is at maximum level. At the last Annual 
Town Meeting, proposals for an addition to or the refurbishing of the school build- 
ings were rejected. This rejection will necessitate an evaluation of the structure so 


that long range repairs can be studied in order to provide a functional building in 
an old structure. 


. More insight into the educational plans, programs and long range needs of 
the instructional staff was gained by presentations from principals, directors, super- 
visors, department heads and chairmen. The presentations have been invaluable to

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is presented the eighty-fourth report in a series of School Reports 
which began in 1892. It is an honor and privilege to write my first report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


This report will focus on matters that concern the School Committee, staff 
members and the citizenry. Some of these matters such as space needs and repairs 
you have heard about in previous reports. I shall comment about them briefly. 


The Memorial School is in need of refurbishing. Presently, painting, plumb- 
ing, heating, and restructuring of rooms are necessary if the school is expected to 
be functional. Any serious storm reveals more leaks in the roof, damage to the 
fire alarm system and flooding of classrooms on the lower level. A storm during 
the Christmas holidays required the services of firemen, electricians and custodians 
to repair damages. The maintenance of this old structure will necessitate large an- 
nual expenditures for repairs if remodeling is not begun soon. 


The Clyde Brown and the Jr.-Sr. High Schools are sound structures that re- 
quire normal maintenance and repair to keep the buildings functional, thereby 
maintaining and preserving the investment of the community. 


Seyeral of the recent mandates of the legislature have required staff mem- 
bers to devote considerable time to upholding the law. For example, Chapter 766, 
which requires meeting the special needs of children, demands the attention of a 
staff devoted entirely to that area. A report by the Pupil Personnel Services 


Director/Psy chologist will reveal some of the details mandated by the Chapter 766 
law. 


Chapter 622 is a law against the discrimination of an individual because of 
color, sex, religion, race or national origin. Essentially, it is an equal educational 
opportunity law which has significant implications both in the educational pro- 
gram and on the athletic fields. 
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in addition to policies relating to Chapter 766 and 622, student record regu- 
lations have been established, as mandated by the State Department of Education. 
Parents have been apprised of the law as it applies to school personnel, parents and 


students. 


New staff members are listed elsewhere in the Annual Report, but your at- 
tention is called to two who have joined the Millis Public Schools. Mr. Paul Brunelle 
is now serving as principal of the Jr.-Sr. High School, and Mr. Richard Cass is Pupil 
Personnel Services Director/Psychologist for the school system. Both began their 
duties in August. 


The curricula at the elementary and secondary schools have been expanded 
and improved. Increased attention has been given to the reading and language arts 
programs. A workshop has been made available for teachers at both levels so that 
they might gain insight into the practical approaches to the teaching of reading and 
language arts. You are referred to the Principals’ Reports in another section of the 
Annual Report for information concerning curriculum development at both levels. 


Mention should be made of the Early Childhood and Mental Health appro- 
priations which have been deleted as line items. Although the Early Childhood 
Title Ill Federal Project is now defunct, the Millis Schools have participated in the 
project sufficiently so that in-service programs can be provided for new staff mem- 
bers. 


The Mental Health Program is now under the umbrella of Speciai Needs. 
Funds that were appropriated directly to the Framingham Mental Health Youth 
Guidance Center are now used more discreetly through a needs process. The ser- 


vices of other Mental Health Agencies are utilized according to the needs of each 
child and family. 


Summer and evening programs have proved to be most popular with students 
and adults. The federally funded Title I Summer Program was expanded to include 
Teading readiness at the kindergarten level and reading, language, and mathematics 
for learning disabled children at the junior high school level. Additional funds from 
the federal government have enabled the staff to utilize aides during the school 
year and thereby serve some children who participated in the summer classes. 


The summer recreation Program in cooperation with officials at the Hopkin- 
ton State Park continues to be a popular one with children and parents. A recre- 


ace Program in Walpole for children with special needs has also been worth- 
while, 


‘is Adults have responded enthusiastically toward the Adult Evening Education- 
Ps rogram. The success of the classes has been a result of coordinated interest and 
Operation of the School Committee, staff members and adults under the direction 


and leadership of Ruth Gould, Offerin 
} . gs have been ex re 
sulted in a popular program, a 
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It is worthy to note the cooperation of the Board of Health. Two full time 
nurses and aides provide health services to the pupils of the school system. 


Mention should also be made of the availability of CETA personnel. Al- 
though federal funds are expected in the future, CETA personnel are not presently 
employed in the public schools. During the past year the system utilized the ser- 
vices of a rotating custodian, a maintenance person, two secretaries, a learning dis- 
abilities teacher and a learning disabilities aide. The absence of these workers is felt 
keenly. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the members of the 
School Committee for their assistance and dedication. Their decisions have always 
been in the best interest of the students. I also wish to give recognition to all staff 
members, and to the Town Officials for their cooperation and suggestions.

REPORT OF THE MILLIS JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Since this is my first annual report to the Town of Millis concerning the 
Millis Junior-Senior High School, J will take this opportunity to convey my im- 
pressions and my observations concerning the secondary education program. 


The enrollment for the academic year 1975-1976 breaks down as follows: 


Grades 9 — 12 506 
Grades 7 — 8 310 
Total 816 


This does not reflect any appreciable change in the figures from the previous 
year: therefore. space continues to be at a premium. This shortage will become 
even more obvious rext year as the graduating class comprises 112 students and 


the incoming 7th grade will number approximately 160, and increase of close to 
50. 


This September has seen a number of changes take place. Along with a new 
Principal, there is a new Pupil Personnel Director/Psychologist whose function is 
to oversee the Special Services area of the curriculum and the implementation of 
Chapter 766, the new special education law. We have been working very closely 
to come up with programs suited to meet students’ needs which fall outside of the 
regular school program. One such program is the Work Study Program which will 
go into effect-on a limited basis in January of 1976. 
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The Work Study Program goes beyond the walls of the physical plant of the 
school and provides students with the opportunity to apply their academic know- 
ledge with on-the-job experience. It not only enables the school to supervise this 
experience with cooperating employers but it also provides the school with the 
opportunity to better correlate those skills taught with those actually needed in 
the job market. 


The Science Department has initiated a team-teaching approach in the ad- 
vanced eighth grade science division by utilizing the combined talents of a chem- 
istry teacher and a physics teacher to present a more challenging curriculum. 


The Foreign Language Department has received its portable language labora- 
tory made possible through an N.D.E.A. Title III grant and are using this lab to 
introduce Spanish into the Junior High for the first time. Students will now have 
the opportunity to select a six year program in either French or Spanish. 


In the area of Industrial Arts, Mr. Ralph Henck, Department Chairman, is 
promoting an Occupational Education program whereby students utilizing the 
various areas of industrial arts are making a product for the Millis bicentennial. 
The product is a wooden plaque with a poured metal emblem depicting the town 
seal and it will be accompanied by a brief history of the town. The object of the 
project is to not only teach students how to make things but also to show them 
how things are marketed through the intricacies of the business world. 


The English Department is presently developing a Developmental Reading 
Program for both the junior high and senior high. At both levels, the program will 


be basically an elective program but major emphasis for taking the course will be 
placed at the junior high school level, 


we As you well know, new programs originate from two major sources, one 
veing locally initiated and the other state mandated, The preceding programs 


began as a result of the former, whereas, Chapters 766 and 622 of the state laws 
have caused many changes in curriculum, 


Since Chapter 766 and its implementation will be covered by the Pupil 
Personnel Director, I will direct my comments to Chapter 622, the act prohibiting 
discrimination because of Tace, religion, color, sex or national origin, Because 
schools generally have been discriminatory primarily in the area of sex, all pro- 
grams shall now be open to both sexes. It is planned for next year that Industrial 
Arts, Home Economics and Physical Education will open up all of its courses and 


make them available to all ona i i i 
e th n elective basis at the high school and required at 
the junior high school level, * S 
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In concluding my first annual report, I wish to thank the members of the 
School Committee and Mr. Vellante, Superintendent, for providing the encour- 
agement to pursue a course of educational excellence. In addition, I have been 
extremely pleased both by the student attitude and by the seriousness they dis- 
play in pursuing studies. This, coupled with the dedication and professionalism 
displayed by the staff, has made my first six months in Millis very encouraging.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SUPERVISING PRINCIPAL 


My sixth annual report to the citizens of Millis will include information re- 
ported to me by the assistant principals, department chairmen and coordinators 
of the elementary system. 


The elementary staff continued to be involved in the improvement and re- 
yitalization of the curriculum. In the instructional areas there was a continuation 
of basic academic programs with an increasing focus on individualization. Teachers 
are attempting to meet the needs of each child within a learning situation. Curricu- 
lum, materials, classroom organization, and teacher expectations for each pupil’s 
achievement are geared to the need of the individual child. 


Health and Nutrition Education have become integral parts of our Science 
Curriculum. Additional time has been allotted for these subjects at the fifth and 
sixth grade levels. In the earlier grades the subject matter is covered throughout 
the various disciplines with emphasis in science. Mrs. Dorothy Oehrle, R.N., of 
our nursing department, will be working closely with teachers as the units are 
being taught. 


For the past two years, students in grades one, two, and three of our ele- 
mentary schools have been using the Keys to Reading Series published by Economy 
Press. A recent evaluation of this series by the Reading Curriculum Committee 
found many advantages. The series used at the upper elementary level is presently 
being investigated. 


The elementary Mathematics Committee has been working closely with the 
high school Mathematics Department to strengthen the mathematics program for 
the children of Millis. Two articulation meetings involving the elementary and 
secondary staff were extremely beneficial in terms of gaining a better understand- 
ing of each other’s program. 
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The implementation of the metric system of measurement in our schools 
has been one of the main areas of concern at the elementary level. A newly formed 
Metric Committee which consists of teachers, an administrator, a paraprofessional, 
and a member from the Parent Teachers Association has been instrumental in plan- 


ning metric conversion. 


In social studies, emphasis is being placed on the integration of geography 
and history with other disciplines. Field trips relating more directly to the respec- 
tive grade levels curriculum are being encouraged. Special attention has been given 
to Bicentennial Programs. 


Efforts in Language Arts have been directed toward developing the continuity 
of curriculum and upon strengthening specific areas of concern. As a result of re- 
evaluation of our program, goals have been redefined at each grade level to insure 
continuity. 


Our Music Program continues to be a source of pride for the community. 
During the year, grade six pupils staged a spring play entitled “Rags to Riches” 
which was most successful. The fifth and sixth grade students participated in our 
annual spring concert. Children in grade four presented the first Annex concert 
which provided them with the opportunity to show their talents as members of 
the band and chorus. Pupils in the primary grades are involved in class plays which 
manifest the skills developed through experiences in music and eurythmic classes. 


A major emphasis during the year has been to provide activities that encour- 
age large group participation in Physical Education. Since our classes are integrated, 
we are complying with Chapter 622. Many of our pupils received the President’s 
Physical Fitness Award. The Annual Gym Show Off was again conducted at the 
High School Gym for third and fourth grade participants. 


Our Art Program continues to proyide an excellent learning experience for 
our elementary pupils. Through the efforts of our art personnel we are creating 


_4n environment which encourages our children to express themselves in various 
mediums of art. 


A more comprehensive library program has evolved for the elementary 
school pupils. A major contribution to the success of the program thus far has 
been the efforts of the aides who provide activities that relate significantly to the 
regular school curriculum, Also, the fact that each pupil in grades one to six re- 
ceives at least one library period per week has been advantageous, 


The Pre 


; ~school screening program was conducted during the spring. Through 
various mean 


s of communication, which included notices, newspaper articles, and 
telephone calls to parents of children entering kindergarten in the fall of 1975, , 
children were brought to the Clyde Brown School, On the day of the screening, 
information from parents was obtained through interviews and questionnaires in 
an attempt to identify children who might experience learning difficulty in the 
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regular school program. Children found to be in need of help received further test- 
ing and, in some cases, programs were started immediately in preparation for their 
entrance. 


In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to the School Committee, Super- 
intendent, all elementary personnel, and to the parents, pupils, and citizens of the 
community for their cooperation, hard work, and understanding.

REPORT OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES DEPARTMENT 


Herewith is presented an abbreviated annual report that includes a summary 
of Pupil Personnel Services activities from August 1, 1975 to December 31, 1975 
due to the appointment of the new director in August 1975. 


The summer of 1975 was spent in the screening of candidates for several 
Pupil Personnel Services vacancies that included areas of speech and language 
therapist, learning disabilities specialists, guidance counselor and departmental 
secretary. It is my personal opinion that our department was considerably 
strengthened by the addition of these highly qualified individuals. 


The first days of school were spent in a re-organization process that yielded 
an Administrative Manual distributed to all staff and teachers, autonomous Core 
evaluation teams in each of the buildings and the appointment of Mrs. Mary 
Barrett to the position of Head Counselor at the Junior-Senior High School. 


The 1975-76 school year has brought with it the second year of the Bartley- 
Daly Act. or Chapter 766, the all-inclusive special education law that mandates 
equal educational opportunity to all. Compliance with all the elements of this law 
| that includes all special needs youngsters from ages three through twenty-one years 
is obviously a tremendous task. The Town of Millis’ special educational implemen- 
tation plan has recently been approved by the State Department of Education. In- 
school pupil personnel services include guidance, school social work, speech and 


_ language therapy, diagnostic resource teachers, learning disabilities specialists and 
_ remedial reading specialists. 


The town of Millis collaborates with surrounding towns to assist some of our 
special needs youngsters. Project Accept addresses our younger or pre-school and 
kindergarten children in terms of diagnostic and follow-up services and presently 
nine Millis youngsters attend appropriate programs in the Tri-Valley Special Edu- 
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cation Collaborative. Millis students are also being serviced at private day schools, 
residential schools, vocational school programs and alternative high school programs. 


The Millis Schools also have working relationships with surrounding family 
and child guidance centers such as Framingham Youth Guidance Center, Framing- 
ham Family Counseling and Guidance Center, the Leslie B. Cutler Clinic, private 
psychologists and physicians in the area and referrals have also been made to 
Children’s Hospital and the New England Medical Center. 


As stated in previous town reports, facilities for the implementation of 
Chapter 766 are seriously lacking. Pupil Personnel Services Staff and special needs 
children are working in unconventional areas such as storage rooms, coat rooms 
and the like. 


Presently well over three hundred and fifty (350) students are receiving 
special education services and of course guidance and school social work services 
are available to all students and families. 


The guidance department is integrally involved with all students in helping 
them make decisions and assisting in that process by providing as much informa- 
tion as possible. Academic, personal and vocational issues are discussed in an at- 
tempt to have individual students become self-directed in their day-to-day func- 
tioning. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my thanks to the School Committee, 
Superintendent of Schools, Principals and Assistant Principals, Staff and Secre- 
taries for their continuous cooperation and support.

James B. White was a very active member of the Millis community for 
many years and was known as an outstanding planner. He was employed 
by the Massachusetts Department of Community Affairs and aided the 
Millis Housing Authority immeasurably during the planning and construc- 
tion of the Kennedy Terrace housing for the elderly. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
The board of selectmen organized on May 7 with Clifford D. Thatcher 


elected chairman and Gordon W. McFetridge, clerk. Henry J. Lewandowski 
served as the third member. 


( Mr. McFetridge resigned effective September | in order to take up residence 
in St. Albans, Maine. Henry J. Lewandowski was elected clerk of the board to fill 
that vacancy. 


A special town election was held December | and Charles Levine was elected 
to complete Mr. McFetridge’s unexpired term. 


Many meetings were held during the year and many more hours spent by each 
member of our board consulting administratively with other town officials and 
citizens about complaints and other concerns. 


Despite our many and varied tasks, there were a number which we designated 
as having top priority and we feel we have been relatively successful in fulfilling 
many of those objectives. 


GOVERNMENT CLOSER TO PEOPLE — 


First, and most important, has been our effort to bring town government 
closer to the people. To aid us in this endeavor we instituted issuing an agenda prior 
to meetings. The agenda is posted on the town hall bulletin board and copies made 
available to the press and public. Local newspapers have been most cooperative in 
informing the public of the contents of our published agenda. We have also added 
more seating capacity to encourage responsible citizens to attend our meetings. 


NIAGARA HALL USE EXPANDED — 


A portion of Niagara Hall had been renovated to give the board of health 
more adequate office and meeting facilities. The meeting room at the rear of the 
second floor is used by the appeal board, conservation commission, industrial 
development commission and the wiring and building inspectors. The bicentennial 
commission uses the front first floor room. 


' The bicentennial commission had cleaned and spruced its area into present- 
able condition and we supervised the work in the other sections of the building. 


We anticipate sponsoring an article for the 1976 annual town meeting war- 
rant to do additional work at Niagara Hall. Plans under consideration including 
removing the garage doors at the front and substituting an attractive entrance, re- 
vamping the stairways and installing suitable lavatories. All this work is dedicated 
to encouraging citizens to attend and take an active and responsible part in town 
affairs and to provide the various boards with adequate space in which to meet 
and work. 
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We find that, in some cases Millis has been “penny-wise and pound-foolish” 
concerning the upkeep of town buildings — Niagara Hall is a prime example. If we 
had kept it in good repair over the years, it would have been continuously ayvail- 
able for the use of town committees at minimum expense, 


DERELICT BUILDINGS — 


During the past year we have been concerned about derelict buildings which 
haye not only been unsightly but, in some cases, posed great danger to young and 
unsuspecting children. In one particular instance a former, vacant summer hotel 
burned: the selectmen were horrified to learn that it contained a number of un- 
secured freezers which, had a child crawled into one, could have resulted in 
tragedy. Through our efforts, the efforts of the building inspector and the cooper- 
ation of the owner’s agent, the building was demolished and the site graded. At 
our strong urging, several other partially destroyed buildings have also been re- 
moved and the areas cleaned. 


IMPROVED POLICE PERSONNEL SELECTION TECHNIQUES — 


Another of our major objectives was to obtain the best officers available for 
the Millis Police Department. We have, with the cooperation of Chief Smith, insti- 
tuted the use of a new, detailed police application and continued our new policy 
of requiring police applicants to undergo psychological testing. The results of the 
psychological examinations, combined with our new comprehensive application 
and interview data, give us powerful management tools to use in connection with 
police personnel selection. We feel that the town of Millis now has one of the best 
police personnel selection programs in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


MICROFILMING RECORDS — 


At the December 1 special town meeting we proposed that the town micro- 
film its records. This article was defeated but we will again bring the proposal to 
. your attention at the annual town meeting. We feel it is most urgent to protect our 
town records and vital statistics from the possibility of fire and vandalism. The cost 


of microfilming is small in comparison to the cost of trying to recreate or doing 
without vital records. 


ROUND TABLE CONFERENCE — 


For the first time all elected and appointed officials were invited to partici- 
pate in a round table conference. The purpose of this conference, which was 
attended by State Senator David Locke and State Representative Andrew Natsios 
as well as most local officials, was to acquaint one another with the work loads 
and problems of the various boards and to seek cooperation so that we might 
together effectively manage the town, 
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We plan on having at least one meeting each year and hopefully these con- 
ferences will make a worthwhile contribution to the effectiveness of town man- 
agement as well as contributing to the improvement of the quality of life in 


RECOGNITION FOR OUTSTANDING SERVICE — 


The selectmen were extremely pleased to have their candidate for Outstand- 
ing Municipal Employee of the Year selected. In an annual statewide program, 
Roma Louise Curran, assistant town clerk, was chosen as one of five persons to be 
so designated. The Massachusetts League of Cities and Towns honored her during 
a banquet held October 16 in the Braintree Sheraton Tara and President Richard 
T. Leary presented Mrs. Curran with a handsome placque. Her nomination, sub- 
mitted to the MLCT by our board, cited her many hours of devoted service to 
Millis and her thoughtfulness of the needs of others. 


Our second nomination to the Massachusetts League of Cities and Towns 
concerned the Millis Pride Committee and that committee was awarded an honor- 
able mention in the Innovation Award contest. Presentation of a certificate was 
made during a selectmen’s meeting by Norman Thidemann of the MLCT. Accept- 
ing the award November 10 were Chairwoman Wanda DePedro and committee 
members Patricia Seager and Charles Levine. 


As the fiscal year began, Timothy J. McCarthy, Millis’ oldest resident, re- 
signed as animal inspector. Mr. McCarthy had served his community for over 60 
years and it was our pleasure to present a placque to him on August 18 to com- 
memorate those many years of service. Mr. McCarthy’s varied civic career included, 
in addition to being appointed animal inspector in 1915, the positions of police 
chief, finance committeeman and selectman. 


Probably the most outstanding event of the year was the Millis National 
Bicentennial Parade on Labor Day, September 1. The parade stepped off ona 
warm, sunny day from the streets and parking lots near the high school, wound 
through town and ended at the town park. The parade floats remained on display 
throughout the afternoon. The Colonial militia units presented a review and 
families spread out picnic fare to end a happy day. 


The bicentennial commission sponsored memorable events during the year 
but the parade, under the direction and guidance of Nancy Adams Gittins, Margaret 
Howell and Margaret Ashby, was truly outstanding. 


TOWN COUNSEL, OTHER IMPORTANT MATTERS — 


In July we welcomed as town counsel the law firm of Peabody and Arnold, 
Boston. Attorney Harvey Weiner, a partner of Peabody and Arnold, has been of _

great assistance to us, and, we feel, an outstanding asset to the town. His research 
and advice on many complex legal matters have aided us to make our decisions 
more objective and his willingness, interest and insight are greatly appreciated. 


In other important matters, Millis qualified for flood insurance coverage 
shortly after 1975 ended; the new sanitary landfill on Island Road was approved 
by the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Engineering (successor to the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health) and opened shortly after the end of 
the year; Millis’ state census was certified at 6534 by the secretary of state; the 
selectmen continued their efforts to enforce the bylaws and also instituted the 
first town regulations of alcholic beverages licenses; the 911 emergency telephone 
number was in operation by the fall of 1975, giving residents a short, easily- 
remembered emergency telephone number for police, fire and ambulance services; 
and a new ambulance with the finest life-saving equipment was purchased. The 
ambulance, along with our highly trained emergency medical technicians and the 
911 emergency number, assure our residents and visitors of the best and quickest 
emergency accident and health care. 


The year 1975 has been an active one: a great deal has been accomplished. 
We hope we have contributed to the improvement of the quality of life in our 
town and we invite all of you to join with us to make Millis an even better place 
to live in 1976.
